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Queensland Plate Breaks. 


IKE the American 7-cent Wash- 
ington bicentennial stamp which 
appeared in greater quantity 

with a broken letter in the value in- 
scription than in perfect form, the 2d 
blue queen’s head of the 1897 issue of 
Queensland is often found marred by 
plate breaks. Because it is one of the 
world’s common stamps it can be pur- 
chased still at a low price and from a 
few hundred copies it should be pos- 
sible for the collector to develop an in- 
tensely interesting page for the back 
of his album, regardless of what stamps 
he may collect. 

A great deal of credit for recording 
these plate flaws is due to John Sulli- 
van who reported his findings in the 
Australian Stamp Monthly a year or so 
ago. The illustration on this page will 
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Composite drawing showing plate flaws

serve as a guide to the ten positions 
Mr. Sullivan studied. We quote a part 
of his findings: 


Flaws In Groups 


“Most of the flaws occur in groups 
of three, some occur singly with signs 
of other flaws, usually I or F devel- 
oping. For instance, the break in the 
inner line, I, shows as a thin line in a 
large number of the stamps examined. 

“As might be expected, the variety E, 





showing a crack on the queen’s head 
was the first to be noticed. It was 
only on the fortunate discovery of a 
second specimen of this flaw, that the 
writer decided to make a more careful 
examination of the remainder of the 
available pile of 2d. blues. 

“There are ten major flaws, the two 
marked A always occurring together in 
the four stamps found by the writer. 
The following list details the nineteen 
combinations in which the flaws have 
been found. 

“Most of the plate variations will be 
obvious on examining the sketch; how- 
ever, a few words about them will pos- 
sibly be of benefit. . 


Few Are Perfect 


“Flaw B is a small line joining the 
chignon to the inner line; D shows as 
a white spot on the neck, and is formed 
by a break in the eighth line from the 
bottom. The break in the neck, C, 
shows in two forms, one probably being 
an earlier stage of the other. 

“The small extra line, G, sometimes 
shows as a line of dots. About ninety 
stamps in all were examined; eighty 
were found with flaws and only about 
five were found free from error. The 
comparative rarity of the various com- 
binations may be estimated from the 
numbers found:—

Miss P. Bruyere, manager of the 
Stamp Dealers’ Credit Bureau, in as-

As was the case last week, little news 
was forthcoming from the Post Office 
Department here. This means that the 
designs for the 5-cent Army and Navy 
commemoratives have not been approved 
by the “powers who be.” As I said 
last week, each seven-day period of ‘“‘no 
news” means that the stamps will not 
be -ready for first day sale until another 
added week. The 5-centers positively 
will not be issued until the fifteenth of 
May or thereafter. 

It appears to yours truly that when 
comes through we will be 
surprised in learning that two 
separate dates will be assigned — one 
for the Army for sale at West Point; 
and the other for the Navy at Annapolis. 
Washington will not be included in the 
first day of sale simultaneously with the 
Army or Navy adhesive. The stamps

Should separate dates be chosen for 
the release of these stamps, it is the 
opinion of your corespondent that col- 
lectors will make an attractive pilgrimage 
to the two academies. 


Washington Post Office officials here 
are of the opinion that Trans-Pacific 
covers westbound from San Francisco to 
Hong Kong and Macao, will not be 
received in the United States until the 
last of May and early June. It takes 
between 20 and 23 days to transport 
the covers by ship from these points 
to the United States. The eastbound 
covers from Hong Kong and Macao, 
to be flown one week later, should arrive 
at addressed destinations before the 
second week of May. 


A water-color study by J. D. Knapp 
showing five birds of the scaup species 
represented in flight, is the approved 
design for the 1937 duck hunter’s license 
stamp. The stamp is the usual $1. de- 
nomination with the revenue derived to 
the cause of wild-life conservation. 


A release from the Philippine resident 
commissioner here, too late to be in- 
cluded in last week’s correspondence, an- 
nounces that the “commonwealth” over- 
printed stamps would be placed on sale 
Monday (April 12). They are 4, 8, 12, 
20 and 26 centavos and 2, 4 and 5 
pesos. 


Robert A. Yeager, Sunbury, Pa., in 
a letter to the editor and turned over to 
your Washington correspondent in ref- 
erence to the article “Forecast of Coming 
Stamps,” April 3 issue, asks why no 
comment was made ‘on the change of 
design in the 3-cent denomination from 
the portrait of Lincoln to that of Wash- 
ington.” Unfortunately it was an inex- 
cusable oversight on the part of the 
writer. 

Mr. Yeager also asks why no mention 
was made of the special delivery, special 
handling or printed envelope stock and 
postal cards included in the article. In 
reference to special delivery and special 
handling stamps these are subjunctive 
to a regular issue of stamps. The current 
regulars are known as the series of 
1922-23. The last 10-cent special de- 
livery was issued in 1927, while the 15- 
cent denomination (latest) made its ap- 
pearance in 1931. 1925 was the year of 
the 20-cent. 

A new series of special handling 
stamps was issued in 1928. Should postal 
rates be changed, a new series of each 
of the special handling and special de- 
livery stamps will probably be in the

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Thomas White Of Austria 





Back in 1933, a Mr. Thomas White 
who was at that time located in Georgia, 
used advertising space both in this pub- 
lication and in Mekeel’s Weekly Stamp 
News. Mr. White later operated a plan 
under the name “PHILATELOGUE” 
and did business from Austria. 

Due to misfortune, Mr. White was 
unable to meet his obligations at that 
time and numerous complaints came 
to our office as well as to Mekeel’s for 
orders given Mr. White and monies 
paid him for which the remitters re- 
ceived no returns. 

When the advertising was originally 
printed, Mr. White gave gilt edge ref- 
erences which were verified on inves- 
tigation. It was merely a case of mis- 
fortune over which Mr. White had no 
control that caused the difficulties which 
made him fail to meet his obligations. 

On April 12 comes a letter from 
London, England. Mr. White is now 
in London, acknowledges all his obliga- 
tions, has already settled many of the 
old claims and assures us that he is 
now in position to clear up his old ob- 
ligations 100 per cent. Mr. White has 
had us print an advertisement in this 
issue announcing his intention to make 
these settlements and we feel that this 
statement is due Mr. White. 

If you are one of the parties who 
placed an order and did not, receive 
goods in return, you should look up the 
announcement in this issue and address 
a letter to him, with details of your 
order. 

Mr. White’s obligation to our publica- 
tion for advertising was almost $100, 
his letter to us contained a remittance 
for a large part of this sum and an as- 





surance that the balance would be paid. 
This is so unusual that we can not help 
but comment on it and wish that there 
were fewer people who went into the 
stamp business and piled up a lot of 
obligations which they later attempted 
to avoid in every way possible. This 
action on the part of Mr. White clearly 
marks him as a gentleman who has re- 
spect for his obligations. 





Air Stamp Variety 


Perhaps you have an interesting vari- 
ety in your collection that has been 
overlooked. The flaw occurs on some 
copies of the Indian airmail designated 
as Al in the Standard Catalogue. In 
the background, between two hills, are 
two trees. In the variety the entire 
top of the tree on the left is missing, 
just as though the airplane had swooped 
down and sheared the foliage away. The 
damage to the plate was corrected early 
and later printings were normal. 





Ban On Danish Stamps 





J. Allen Murphy, Jr., of Princeton, 
Ill., advances the question as to whether 
Germany will refuse to handle Danish 
mail franked with the new special 
stamps picturing a scene at Dueppel 
where Prussians and Danes fought in 
1864. Whether the Nazis will go so 
far remains to be seen but certain it is 
that German dealers and collectors have 
been admonished not to invest in the 
stamps as “the net proceeds from this 
issue are intended for purposes inimical 
to Germany.”

eer in several customs that are com- 
monplace today. For instance, there 
was a first day sale of no small impor- 
tance. Eager buyers carried away from 
the London stamp office some $12,500 
worth of the adhesives and thereby es- 
tablished the customary rush that has 
attended every first day sale during 
ninety-seven years of philatelic history. 

Perhaps we have wondered at times 
why we place stamps in the upper right 
hand corner of an envelope. That was 
done the first day of stamp history for 
upon every sheet of penny blacks was 
a marginal imprint instructing the buy- 
ers to so place the stamps. 

We know not how much some of our 
present day artists are paid to produce 
some of the poor designs that appear 
on stamps but it is certain they are 
paid much better than Henry Corbould 
who was responsible for the beautiful 
queen’s heads on early English postage. 
Corbould received $60 for his labor. 

Prepaid postage through the medium 
of adhesive labels was, and is, a great 
idea. All hail to those enterprising 
Englishmen who had a hand in the 
production of the first issue. 


LET’S SHOW It’s exhibition time. 
OUR STAMPS The editor literally has 

been swamped with 
details of a hundred stamp shows from 
San Diego to Boston and it appears 
that more clubs than ever before are 
staging public displays of the stamps 
of the world. We cannot commend too 
highly this growing practice of adver- 
tising the hobby for by actual test it 
has been determined that thousands of 
people who never before interested 
themselves in postal adhesives have 
been steered into collecting paths simply 
by gazing at a display of postage 
stamps. There is a lot of work con- 
nected with the staging of an exhibi- 
tion but the results are worth the ef- 
fort. 


All of this has been by way of lead- 
ing up to, as easily as possible, an an- 
nouncement of policy we regret to 
make. So many requests for publicity 
for local shows have been made dur- 
ing the last week that if we were to 
comply there would be precious little 
space left in our magazine for other 
stamp news and features. We are cer- 
tain that the readers in general do not 
want us to reduce the quantity of news 
matter even though they might be in- 
terested to some extent in shows from 
one end of the country to another. So 
we are going to attempt to limit space 
to the major exhibitions and tell the 
news of those in as little space as pos- 
sible. We are sure everyone will un- 
derstand the situation and not feel of- 
fended. Keep up the good work through 
local displays and push for publicity 
where it will do you the most good— 
in your home town newspaper.

INTEREST REVIVES Reports from 
IN JUBILEES England _indi- 

cate that the 
interest in the impending 
stamps for the Coronation of King 
George VI has boomeranged to the 
benefit of Jubilee sets issued in trib- 
ute to the reign of King George V with 
healthy sales of the late issue being re 
ported from all sides. The only Jubilee 
set to have taken a decided backset on 
the English market is the one from 
New Zealand while a strong trend holds 
with many of the others. 

The Coronation stamps doubtless will 
have a greater sale, in point of number 
of orders for the complete series, than 
enjoyed by the Jubilees for there is 
quite a difference in price and, too, po- 
litical events in England during recent 
months have built up world interest in 
the royal family. 

The question of first day covers is 
worrying not a few collectors. Some 
have invested and are uneasy about their 
judgment; others neglected to place or- 
ders and are beginning to think they 
missed a bet. Even English dealers 
are a bit cautious in venturing an opin- 
ion upon the probable demand for these 
items in the future so it is impossible 
to hazard a guess on the matter. Only 
time will tell if foreign first day covers 
will gain an important place in the 
hearts of American collectors.

Unlike the two varieties of U-12 there 
is no difference in spacing in the two 
types of U-10. I do not claim the dis- 
tinction of discovering these types my- 
self, in fact had not my attention been 
called to it I would still be none the 
wiser. None other than the veteran, 
Walter Gates, mentioned it to me about 
four or five years ago at one of the PSS 
conventions. We were discussing the 
difference between U-10 and U-11. So 
here is the whole thing in a nutshell. The 
original U-10 is of a type like Anderson, 
Ind., Rochester, N. Y., Brooklyn, N. Y., 
and the later or other type is like 
Youngstown, Ohio, Bridgeport, Conn., 
and Worcester, Mass. 

Get a few specimens of the first men- 
tioned and a few of the latter and lay 
them before you. The first mentioned 
places are of a type that is thinner and 
sharper while the latter is more bold 
and the serifs are not so sharp. After 
all this is said it really amounts to noth-

ing, with the exception that it might 
furnish a little fat for the hot stove 
leaguers to chew on.

An Excellent Book 





Congratulations to Max G. Johl, a 
bow to the memory of Beverly S. King. 
The revised edition of their memorable 
work, “The United States Postage 
Stamps of the Twentieth Century” is off 
the press and it will be a long time be- 
fore another volume of its quality will 
be made available to the collectors of 
United States issues for the years 1901 
to 1922. 

Mr. Johl has revised and enlarged the 
work himself, death having taken his 
co-worker on the original book. Some 
300 new illustrations have been added, 
more than 100 additional pages have 
been crammed with detailed informa- 
tion about the stamps issued during 
those two decades. This new book will 
particularly appeal to the specialist who 
finds enjoyment in thorough study of 
the plates. Illustrations of dozens of 
plate varieties of the Washington- 
Franklin series of 1908-21 will make the 
task of looking for these items much 
easier. 

There can be but one major criticism 
of the Johl volume and that applies to 
numerous other fine books that have 
been written for the stamp collector. 
The book is priced at $4. The great 
need in this country today is low priced 
authoritative volumes on the hobby. A 
comparative few collectors will be able 
to afford Mr. Johl’s work and it is a
